For Those About to Marry. 


SOME PROVISIONS OF THE NEW MAR- 
RIAGE LAW WHICH TAKES EFFECT 
THIS WEEK. 


The act of the Ontario Legislature, 
passed last session, entitled “The 
Marriage Act, 1896,” which consolid- 
ates and amends the act relating to 
the Solemnization of Marriage,came 
into foree on August 1. Copies of 
the act in pamphlet form will be 
supplied by all Clerks ot the Peace 
at 10 cents each copy, and as there 
are many alterations, important to 
be Known by the clergy,there should 
be many enquires for copies. 

The act declares who, only, may 
solemnize marriage in Ontario, viz.: 
Clergy, etc., who are resident in the 
Dominion (and it may be added that 
penalties are imposed by the Sta- 
tutes of Canada on those who offici- 
ate without lawful authority.) 

Banns are to be published (though 
on one Sunday only,) one week 
before a marriage, in the parish or 
municipality in which each party 
liyes, and when they live in differ- 
ent parishes a certificate of publica- 
tion is to be given to the minister 
who solemnizes the marriage. 

Licenses are to be issued on affi- 
davits to be made by both parties, 
and the degree of affinity which bar 
marriage are to be printed on the 
affidavits and to be explained to 
applicants. 

Banns and licenses to lapse if the 
proposed marriage be not solemnized 
within three months, 

Marriage may not be solemnized 
between 10 o'clock p.m. and 6 a.m., 
except under special circumstances. 

Two adult witnesses are to sign the 
register, and some changes are made 
in register books,

He was five and one-

THE HARD LIFE OF A SOLDIER 
began in 1856, when be embarked with 
his comrades at Gravesend to do duty 
‘in the Second Bombay European Light 
infantry. They had « long but de- 
lightful trip to Bombay, and then fol- 
lowed # weary season of barrack life 
im the hot Indies, with occasional relief 
in short trips into the interior, but 
Tom's firat battie was not in India. 
When war was declared against Persia 
the Second Bombay and other regiments 
were ordered to the Persian Gulf under 
Gena. Outram and Wilson. The trip 
from Bombay was made in a steamer 
with twotransports in tow. Tom's first 
engagement wan at Bushire, where the 
British troops disembarked and assault- 
ed an earthwork known as the Dutch 
fort, It was taken after a hot fight, 
and was followed next day by the cap- 
ture of the city of Bushire. Tom was 
in the thick of the fighting, but o- 
caped without e@ sora = though Gen. 
Outram was said to have received ele- 
ven flesh wounds. 

It was in these engagements that 
the big Irish soldier came to the con- 
clusion that a man in battle lost his 
senses. He says “that the whole fact 
of the battle” ia as clear in his mind 
te-day am it was at the time of it, but 
he knew nothing of the details which 
followed the breaching of the earth-

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


Two Ship-Ballding Sheps in Belfast Almost 
Wiped Out—Very Heavy Loa. 

A despatch from Belfast says:—The 
Harland and Wolff and Workman and 
Clarke ship-building shops and their 
contents have been almost wiped out 
by fire. The conflagration started in 
the establishment of Harland and 
Wolff, and spread to that of the Work- 
man and Clarke Company. The yards 


| alone were damaged to the amount of | 


$1,500,000. Later, it was learned that 
the total loss by fire at the ship-yards 
would not amount to more than §1,- 
800,000. The property destroyed was 
partly insured. 

The works with the marine engineer- 
ing works attached cover an area of 
nearly eighty acres. The firms employ- 
ed upwards of 8.000 hands, and the com- 
pulsory idleness of a large number of 
them will cause much inconvenience, if 
not suffering, among their families. 
The yards were on the Admiralty list 
aa suitable for building vessels for the 
Royal Navy. The fire began early on 
Monday morning in the engineering de- 

rtment, and as a high wind was 
robes the flames spread rapidly, de- 
spite the efforts of the local firemen.

No further working 
is necessary, and there will be no trace 
of > g or a mottled condition to be 
ound. 


Salling in the churn is sure to be a - 


favorite method with those who try it. 
The amount of butter can be very 
closely estimated, as the amount from 
a given paren of cream does not 
vary very materially from time to time. 
Nor is it essential to weigh out the salt 
each time. Measure out a pound of 
salt, usually a full pint of salt will 
weigh a , and it is more quickly 
measu than weighed each time. 
Some adhere very tenaciously to the 
old way of twice working their butter, 
but once is a great plenty. If the salt 
is evenly distributed and the excess of

The loss of the screw steamer Royal 
Charter night of October 25, and morn- 
ing of 26, 1859, off the Welsh coast, near 
Moelfra, Angleseashire, was jally 
distressing. With this wreck 446 lives 
were last. The Royal Charter was 
hound for Liverpool from Australian 
ports. There were a large number of 
passengers om board and £800,000 in 
gold ($4,000,000.) The voyage bad been 
a pleasant one. Nota thought of dan- 
wer had entered the minds of any one 
on board. Many of the passengers 
were returning home rich from the 
Australian gold fields. ‘They had pict- 
ured their future and the happiness 
they would bring to a dear mother, 
wife or sweetheart that had been 
left at home while they had gone out 
to win a fortune.

New Scriptures Discovered. 

Several most important discoveries 
have just been made in Cairo bearing 
upon the history of the Christian church 
in the first two centuries of the era.

Its value con- 
sists not only in the fact that it hands 
down all Gnostic writings that haye 
hitherto been unknown eyen by name, 
but, above all, in the circumstance that 
one of them was known to Irenaeus and 
epitomized by him without any state- 
ment of the source from which he had | 
derived it. The discovery of this man-| 
useript enables for the first time to test | 
the accounts of the Gnostic system as 
given by the church fathers in the light 
of the original manuscript.

The ‘Gospel of 
Mary” is the document used by Irenaeus, 
and consists mainly of the Revelation 
ef John. “The Wisdom of Jesus 
Christ” consists of questions address 
to Him by His disciples and His an- 
swers. ** The Practice of Peter’ is a 
narrative of one of Peter’s miracles of 
healing,

The bones of every Chinaman who 
dies in this country are sent back to the 
Celestial Empire for interment. They 
}are shipped in targe boxes from San 
|Francisco under the designation of 
“fish-bones” at the rate of $20 a ton. 
| This fish-bone ficton is in order to evade 
‘the rule of the steamship companies, 


} 
the transportation of dead bodies. 
| Nearly every Chinaman is under the 
care of the Six Companies. They sign 
a contract guaranteeing to return t 
bones of the dead for burial with those 
(of their ancestors. On every steam- 
er leaving San Francisco there are in- 
| valid Chinese steerage passengers who 
| hope to live until they reach their na- 
|} tive country. 

An agreement exisia between the Six 
Companies and the steamship ma rs 
; which forbids the burial of these Chi- 
namen should they die at sea, and the 
| Six Companies furnish coffins of the 
peculiar Chinese pattern for use in such 
' energencies. 

When a Chinaman dies at sea the 
| body is embalmed, placed in a sealed 
; coffin and lowered into the hold. The 
expense is paid by the other Chinese 
| passengers and the stewards of the 
| ie all of whom belong to that race. 
| When the ship reaches Hongkong the 


| coffins are delivered to the Tung Wah 


| Hospital, which gives them to their sur- | 


viving friends in China. Every Chi- 
naman is supposed to be registered at 
the Tung Wab Hospital and with the 
Six Companies at Sen Francisco.

The New Provincial Secretary in a Low 
Condition. 


Toronto, Aug. 18-—~Following the 
news of Hon. Mr. Harty’s extreme 
illness comes the startling: intelli- 
gence that Hon. A. J. Balfour, the 
newly-appointed Provincial Secre- 
tary, is at death's door. 

His illness has been kept a close 
secret for the past few days, but 
this morning when it was found 
that Mrs. Balfour had arrived from 
Amherstburg and had been told to 
expect the worst, the news leaked 
out.

HIGH PRICES EXPECTED. 

Reports from the Territories would 
indicate that they are generally faring 
better than Manitoba in respect to the 
maturing wheat crop. But as yet, 
while considerable wheat raising is 
done there, it does not bulk up much 
in comparison with Manitoba. It can 
be reasonably expected, however, espec- 
ially seeing that Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas, the only other part of the world 
producing the peculiar hard wheat 
which is so much sought after.by all 
merchant millers to temper ap their 
flour, are also unfortunate in this 
year's crop, that wheat of milling grade 
in Manitoba and the Territories will 
command a comparatively high price.

Great Record, 

Few people can form an idea of the 
magnititude of the work of the London 
School Board. The annual report of the 
Works Committee of that board, which 
haa just been issued contains a record 
of the progress made in the provision 
of accommodation which haa been sanc- 
tioned by the board and the Edutation 
Department. During the year ended 
March 25th last compulsory powers 
were obtained over ag ot for new 
achools and additional land for 42 ex- 
isting schools. The scheduling of 57. 
other sites, either for new schools or 
for enlarging existing ones, is being 


| proceded with. The board agreed to 


purchase during the past 12 months 
various intereata in sites at ao cost of 
£104,243, the surveyors’ fees amount- 
ing to £1,177. All the sites purchased 
or agreed to be purchased previous to 
March 25th, 18095, were valued at £2,- 
985,307, and the costa in connection 
with them amounted to £418,453. The 
total cost, therefore, of the sites pur- 
chased up to the end of the year un- 
der review waa £3,089,550, with costs 
amounting to £419,630. The total num- 
ber of permanent schools which had 


been erected and opened to Lady day 
last was 406, and these included three 
miditional schools opened during the 
year, besides which 20 enlargements had 
also been completed. The three new 
schoole—including sites, building’, and 
furniture—had cost £87,848, and the ac- 
nreaetion was for 5,918 children, 
owing an average cost of £22 8. Sd. 
per head; while the enlargementa, 
whieh will give additional accornodation 
for A children, had cost. £128,618, 
or 1 10s. Sd. head. In respect 
of the new schools and sites loans for 
£92,012 had been sanctioned by the 
Education Department, and £177,530 on 
account of the enlargements. The

of the 307 school buildings and of the 
furniture, the accounts for which had 
been ee at September, 1895, was 
£12 lée. for buildings and 10s. 6d. 
for furniture. 

Tenders had been accepted during the 
past year for 11 new vols, providing 
accommodation for 9,884 children, at a 
cost of £135,626, an average of £19 15s. 
10d. per head ; and for 17 enlargementa, 
giving accommodation for 5,167 children, 
at a cost of £119,219, an average of £24 
Se. lid. Eight of the 11 new schools 
would have a hall for each department, 
the three remaining schools being pro- 
vided with only one or two halls, and 
provision is made for cookery, laundry, 
or manual training centres, or rooms 
for the teaching of the upper stand- 
ards. With regard to the variations 
in coat between oew schools and en- 
largements, these rose mainly from the 
fact that in enlarging the buildings the 
opportunity was taken to improve ex- 
isting schools, so as to make t thor- 
oughly efficient; and, in some cases, 
also, the tenders for enla ents in- 
clude the provision of cookery, laun- 
dry, or manual training centres, a draw- 
ing-reom, a class-room, a technical 
room, a chemical laboratory, a new 
house for the school-keeper, or other 
tenders. Tenders had also been accept- 
ed for carrying out the following 
among various other works:—Erect- 
ing 11 cookery centres, 1$ laundry cen- 
tres, 18 manual training centres, 5 man- 
ual training rooms, 11 schools of special 
instruction, three housewifery centres, 
and the n rooms for the teach- 
ing of the upper standards at five ex- 
isting schools; providing covered play- 
grounds; carrying out drainage and 
sanitary works to 27 schools (the total 
amount of tenders for this work at 19 
schools is £30,697, the work at the re- 
maining eight done in connec- 
tion with enlargements of school build- 
ings); providing hot-water apparatus 
at many schools, and carrying out vari- 
ous 


STRUCTORAL ALTERATIONS. 


All the new schoola which were being 
erected were provided with apparatus 
other than open fireplaces for warm- 
ing purposes. This was also the case 
with schools where enlargements were 
made. Duplicate boilers would be pro- 
vided in future new schools, the second 
boiler to be used in the event of the 
first breaking down, or when extreme- 
ly cold weather rendered more heat- 
ing power necessary. 

Daring the year the board had in- 
atructed the committee to take the 
necessary steps for the erection of an 
institution for deaf children the 
Anerley site, and finished plans of a 
residential institution, comprising five 
blocks to accommodate a total of 
boys amd 60 girls on the cottage system, 
had been approved. It had also been 
decided to purchase the building known 
as the Gordon house, Isleworth, for 
the purpose of a girl's industrial school. 
Progress had been made with new 
drainage works at the schools; and 163 
echools were painted or cleaned inside or 
out or both during the year. The sys- 
tem of carrying out repairs to school 
buildings by workmen employed direct- 
ly by the board was being continued in 
nine of the 18 districts ofthe clerks of 
works for repairs, and 56 workmen 
were this engaged. The whole of the 
repaira to furniture were also being 
carried out by the board's own work- 
men, the number of men employed in 
this department being 3:1. With refer- 
ence to wages paid by contractora, 
the board had inserted in each build- 
ing contract a schedule of wages and 
hours; and it was mow provided that 
where the London scale of wages ap- 
plied the contractor should pay the 
workmen employed by him 

THE RATE OF WAGES 
mutually agreed upon by the Central 
Association of Master Builders of Lon- 
don and the representatives of the 
unions of the various branches of the 
building trade, and that where the Lon- 
don scale did not apply, the contractor 
must pay not less than the minimum 
standard rate of wages which might 
for the time being be usual. The 
poard’s own workmen were paid the 
same wages as were required to be 
paid by contractors. The work in

ALGOMA GOLD MINES, 


Sudbury, Aug. 17.—The principal 
stockholders of the Crystal Gold Min- 
ing Co. visited the mine, which is situ- 
ated on Lake Wahnapitae, last week 
and returned here on Saturday night.

tons of it oh the dump, A sample ton 
sent to the School of Mines at Kingston 
last fall yielded a gold brick worth 
$182. The company has decided to erect 
aten-stamp millon the property as 
soon asthe machinery can be got in, 
and to work the mine on an extensive 
scale. There can no longer be any 
doubt that paying gold exists in this 
district, and all that is wanted is capit- 
al to take it out. 
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SMELTING WORKS AT BANCROFT. 


Messrs. Pusey and Hutchinson, of 
the Irondale, Bancroft and Ottawa 
Railway, called a public meeting at 
Bancroft last Saturday to diseuss the 
establishment of smelting works at 
that place. We take the following re- 
port of the meeting from the Times :-— 

Among those present we noticed Mr.

of Bird's Creek; H. Baumgarten, of 
New York city ; Arthur Bartlett, coun- 
cillor of Monteagle ; R. D, Wilson,coun- 
cillor, of Carlow ; W. Neal, postmaster, 
of Faraday ; also of our local magnates, 
Messrs. D. H. Kelly, mail contractor ; 
D, Kavanagh, ex-warden; James Sid- 
dons, Treasurer of Faraday ie Fae 
Davey, lumberman: E. Johnston, sur- 
veyor; W. Pumpa, tailor, and a num- 
ber of others. 

The chairman first called on Mr. Chas. 
Pusey, President of the I. B. & O. Rail- 
way, who in fitting terms explained the 
Eon of the company and the bene- 

ts to accrue to this part of the country. 
He presented the plans and specifications 
of the com ny, whose headquarters 
are in New York and Philadelphia, pro- 
posing to put in and operate as a joint- 
stock company, with over $200,000 cap- 
ital, a charcoal blast furnace haying a 
capacity of fifty tons of pig iron per day. 
The operation of the furnaces and mines 
in connection would give employment 
to 600 to 1000 men and involve an ex- 
penditure of about $300,000 annually, 
adding materially to the tax paying pop- 
ulation and relieving the financial strin- 
gency that makes the present taxation 
so hard to meet. For the sake of com- 
parison Mr. Pusey made an estimate of 
the lumbering business which formerly 
gave such a beneficial home market and 
only expended about $60,000 annually 
in this district. The outlay of five times 
that amount and opening of as good a 
home market would most unquestion- 
ably be a creat benefit. Regarding the 
bonus, the propositions require that the

CHILDREN AND EDUCAMNON. 
There is a lack of exactness, of sound 
and thorough training, in the elemen- 
tary branches at present, due to our 


wish to save the children, as far as we 
can, from bard work. Certainly there 
was an unnecessary amount of drilling 
and routine labor in the «pelling and 
grammer classes, for instance, of 
twenty-five yeara ago; but that labor 
wrought the happy result of teaching 
pupils te spell and write and speak the 
English language with accuracy and 
precision. Only the learning that we 
have fought for and conquered stays 
with us. A certain amount of plodding 
is essential to vigor of character. Is 
not the modern child leas rugged 
and persistent than hia grandfather 
wast Is he not inclined to weaken be- 
fore difficulties, and think that what is 
troublesome is not worth doing? Cour- 
age and persistence are the character- 
istics of pioneers, and it is sometimes 
said that( the present generation has 
leas need of these qualities than the 
man who fought against the elements 
in @ new, wild country. 


A child learns to exert himself or 
to be indolent very early. The first 
impetus is 


u iven in the nursery, but an- 
other impu 


comes with that second 
great stage of life, the entrance into 
school. There is not so great a demar- 
cation between infancy and childhood 
now, since learning begins in the kin- 
dergarten and proceeds through easy 
and almost imperceptible. agg up to 
college. The teacher neéds both tact 
and decision to enable him to begin 
the real discipline of his pupil's mental 
faculties at the right time, and not pro- 
long babyhood lute the period when 
work should be taken up in serious ear- 
nest. Learning ought to be made agree- 
able, for anything which serves to keep 
the pupil's mind in a happy condition 
invigorates the tone of his entire sys- 
tem and makes it easier for him to ex- 
ert himself. But it must not be for- 
gotten that every mew effort of the 
mind is, to a certain extent, essentially 
inful. The disagreeable stage of a 
abor may not be in the beginning, but 
it comes when some of the faculties, 
either the memory or the understand- 
ing, or the will, is called upon to make 
a new and decided effort. This is the 
test period, and character here either 
weakens or toughens accordingly as it 
gives up or fights the battle out and 
conquers. We cannot save our chil- 
dren this pain, and we ought not to 
do so. Teachers should not help their 
upila over difficulties too often, else 
hey will fall into the mental habit of 
deferring all troubles to a stronger and 
more indomitable will. . And nts 
should not pity their children for the 
necessity of working hard and = even 
painfully. All experienced educators 
recognize the necessity of painful ef- 
forts in the beginning of mental labors. 
A sharp line ge to be drawn be- 
tween work and Sey: The child must 
lay down his burden and forget its ex- 
istence sometimes, or else he will be- 
come nervous and fretful. The ghosts 
of partially learned lessons must not 
haunt his dreams nor dog his enjoy- 
ments. A wreat difficulty with us is 
that the child atudies not too hard, but 
too continuously. He dawdles over 
tasks that could be finished in half the 
time by a robust, energetic mind. Why 
do we not see to it that our children 
have blood enough to gs the power 
needed by their brains? pale, sallow 
child should not be required to a 
form hard mental labor any more than 
ashes should be expected to give out 
heat. Make him exercise, make him 
eat, make him sleep, make a healthy 
animal of him, and then set him his 
lessons, and see how easily he will mas- 
ter them. ; 
Whenever it is practible the child 
should be encouraged to prepare such 
achool lessons as it is necessary to study 
at home, in the mornings. A_ lesson 
learned at night cannot be ot 
without doing violence to the natura 
order of the mind's activity. The na- 
tural period of acquisition is in the 
morning. After a period of rest and 
recreation there comes a second period. 
in the afternoon when study may be 
wursued, the mind being less vigorous, 
owever, and in the evening the flag- 
ing energies can only be stimulated 
y the will, Have the child go to bed 
very early and study for an hour before 
breakfast, and the result will tell favor- 
ably upon his health and progress. 


CHOCOLATE DELICACIES. 

When properly made there is no bev- 
erage more delicious than chocolate 
served with whipped cream. It is nour- 
ishing and more wholesome than cof- 
fee or tea and particularly refreshing 
and restful when one is tired. 

For every cup of chocolate allow an 
ounce of grated chocolate and dissolve 
in @ little cold milk, then put it into 
a double kettle or granite saucepan, 
and pour over it the desired quantity 
of boiling new milk, add sugar to the 
taste and let it simmer slowly for five 
minutes. Whip the mixture. lightly 
with a wire egg beater or spoon and 
pour it inte a hot chocolate pot. Have 
ready a pitcher of whipped cream and 
on top of every cup of chocolate drop a 
large spoonful of the mixture.

AN IRON SMELTER. 


The Globe of Thursday last says :— 
Mr. C. W, Pusey, Brockville, Manager 
of the Irondale, Bancroft and Ottawa 
Railway, was seen by a Globe reporter 
at the Queen’s last evening. He said 
that a very enthusiastic meeting had 
been held at Bancroft last Saturday, 
when the scheme to bonus the iron, 
smelting furnace which. the company 
proposed to build was fully endorsed, 
and the various amounts to be borne 
by each of the nine townships was ap- 
portioned. The date on which the by- 
aw will be submitted to the people was 
not definitely decided, but it will be 
some time in October. ‘* When the 
furnace is erected,” said Mr. Pusey, ‘‘it 
will give work to about 75 men, and if 
the mines are worked some 1,000 more 
will be attracted to the district. This 
will supply the farmers with one of 
best local markets which they could 
possibly obtain. Some of the iron 
ranges are of exceptionally good pro- 
mise and we are now endeavoring to 
get American capital interest in 
them.”

SOMETHING ABOUT THE DAUGH- 
TERS OF THAT COUNTRY.

It is true that some do em 
Cape the influence of the glamour which, 
in most cases, hides the shortcomings 
of the land and the people, and do their 
best to dispel the illusions which have 
deep root among us; but for the most 
part the general reading public look 
upon these as but ill-conditioned and 
discontented grumblers, who have fail- 
to succumb to the all-pervading charm 
from some defect in their own natures, 
and do not take them at their own val- 
uation as exceptionally clear-sighted ob- 
servers, who see defects where others 
@ee beauties, and are too hard-headed 
Wo let poetic ideas interfere with the 
eherpneas of their vision. Perhaps, in 
reality, the truth lies between the two, 
and the enthusiaem of the one set of 
views may be no worse for a little cool- 
ing by a douche of the unromantio 
prose of the other. 

The Japanese are one of the few 
really happy people on earth. Even the 
lowest and poorest seem to be atrang- 
ers to melancholy, and their severest 
toll i» brightened by their constant 
smiles and laughter. Joyousness is in 
the air, and if some are sad it is but 
seldom that any vestige of it is seen 
on their countenances. This lightheart- 
ed happiness is a part of the nature of 
the race as much as their complexion 
or the shape of their eyes. Partly ow- 
ing to their delightful climate and their 
pleasant surroundings, it possibly re- 
sults'in greater degree from the emall- 
meas of their wants, and the ease with 
which these are supplied, eo that the 
cares of life.do not weigh them down 
with a heavy burden. 

It must be admitted that the women 
of Japan do not come up to our standard 
of beauty. In our eyes the squat, 


shapeless little figure, the olive com- ed 


plexion, high cheek-bones, and almond- 
sha oblique eyes of the Japanese 
belle contrast unfavorably with the 
beauties of our own laad, whether fair 
ordark. Yet their charm is undoubted, 
and looked on in their own natural sur- 
roundings, where their gracefulness has 
full justice, their picturesqueness ap- 
peala irresistibly to the finest artistic 
sense. The merry little dame in her 
lovely national dress, girt with her big 
bright silk sash, her glossy black hair 
at full of queer ornaments, patter- 
ing daintily along in her little wooden 
admirably fits the frame of the 
low, quaint houses, the gorgeous tem- 
lea and as, the wonderful gar- 
ens, flower-filled, and laid out in mar- 
velous array of miniature lake and is- 
land, and river and mountain. The in- 
animate bac d is set off by the 
lively crowds, the happy children, the 
curious music heard everywhere and 
rc and @ gaiety which is always 
gentle and delightful, never rude or 
reesive. The throng is never noisy. 
eRe ~tempered people never fight. 
— or swear, and the women, if 
they have attacks of “nerves,” which 
is doubtful, make. no “scenes.” 

The Japanese are truly devotees of 
cleanliness. Public baths abound, and 
the poorest citizen bathes usually twice 
a day. In Tokio there are more than 
800 public baths, which are said to be 
patronized by over 300,000 people daily, 
at a cost which is merely nominal. Ev- 
ery house has its own bath room, and 
in villages where there are no public 
or private bathing conveniences, the 

ople take their “tub” out of doors 

fore their bouses, prudery being at 
a discount in comparison with cleanli- 
ness. It is indeed said that at a date 
which is not very distant, 
ladies used to receive callers while in 
their bath. The same bath serves all 
the mombera of a family, the men first 
using it, in the order of their age and 
dignity, then the ladies and the young- 
er children, without changing the wa- 
ter, and finally the servants, unless 
a are sent to a public bath. : 
en in Japan do not allow their 
beards to grow. It is possible to allege 
a8 @ reason that the women object to 
bearded men, but it is more likely that 
the real is that they can not 
grow decent beards, and hence the wo- 
men prefer the artificially smoothed 
skin to a mere scraggy imitation beard. 
One thing at least is certain—the ques- 
tion of kissing has nothi to do with 
the matter of beards; for 
whether in courtship or in domestic 
life, is totally unknown in Japan, and 
ia in faot looked upon with something of 
abhorrence, as being at once unpleasant 
in itself and unbealthy. But if the 
ladies do not kiss, they chew a kind of 
reddish seaweed, a few small pieces of 
which are always being munched, with 
& quietly elegant sort of ruminating 
process, far removed from the energetic 
gum-cohewing business. And they 
smoke, using a sinal! dainty metal pipe, 
which holds tobacco sufficient for only 
one puff. They are small eaters, but 
consume many cakes and candies along

with their tea, of which, they of course, | 


drink great quantities. 

The women of Japan, though they are 
considered by the male sex to occupy 
an entirely inferior position, are not 
kept in such abjectness as the Chinese. 
When goung they are fairly well edu- 
cated, being taught to read, write and 
count, bat mpecsel. are they trained 
in domestic accomplishments, and very 
many of them are accomplished mus:- 
clans—that is to say, as music is prac- 
ticed in Japan, being a peculiar affair 
which possesses neither harmony nor 
melody. The girls, until they become 
pretty old, are childish in their ways 
and fond of games, ‘especially of a kind 
of game played with ball and racket 

Extensive use is made of cosmetics, 
and the Jap ladies’ toilet apparatus con- 
tains a whole series of powders, rouges 
and ocher substances, over which much 
time is spent, with results which may 
or may not tify the expenditure of 
labor, according to the point of view 
of the critic.

Rats are among the most ferocious of 
all snimals. They will always attack 
& man if they can get him at a dised- 
vantage. The recent fearful experi- 
ence of Albert Johnson, who was 
deserted in a ship and almost gnawed 
to death, is an instance of their great 
fierceness. They have in a number of 
cases assailed men-in sewers, where 
they are very plentiful. Johnson had 
large holes eaten out of his body and 
lega before he was rescued, and it waa 
some time before he could be restor- 
ed to consciousness. The rats that 
perpetrated this horrible deed were 
brown Norway rats Bites from rate 
are always dangerous, but those of sew- 
er rats most particularly, as their 
teeth are apt to be poisoned with de- 
cayed garbage.

“Dr. Toid told me that since 1849, 
the year of the asylum’s establieh- 
ment, 296 malea and 195 females have 
been placed on Robien Islands as lep- 
ers. In all that time and of all that 
number, one man has eecaped, and an- 
ether, through political influence and 
his ability to isolate himself at his own 
expense, 


HAS LEFT THE ISLAND. 


Nine per cent. of the 825 males and 215 
females now on the island are white. 
Sixteen per cent. of the total number 
die every year. Of the entire number, 
475 were bora of healthy parents. With 
very few exveptiona lepers come from 
the lower walks of life, and are people 
accustomed to live in open air a great 
deal, Leprae bacillus cannot live any- 
where save in the human body. There 
are three forma of leprosy—tubercular, 
syphilitic and weortbetis. Magnified 
z times their size leprae bacillus 
appear red, about one-eighth of an inch 
in bt h and shaped like small darts. 
“A leper was never known to commit 
suicide, They hold on to life as long 
as possible, always struggling against 
the inevitable. There are 1 lunatic 
lepers on Roblen Island. Sixteen of 
these have lost their reason since con- 
finement on the island. There are, it 
is said, 1,200 lepers in Cape Colony, and 
110,000 in British India, not isolated in 
any manner whaterer. No cone was 
ever known to cuntract the disease on 
Roblen Istand. If you ask a leper how 
me auch, nine out of ten will 
anawer that it came from a bad cold. 
“It waa soon time for the Tiger to 
return to Cape Town. Thanking Dr. 
Todd for his kindness, I left Roblien 
Island, saddened in heart and wishing 
that I never cast eyes on a leper. 
Such was the effect of Ihose sickening 
scenes on me that | dreamed that night 
I was a leper. The pain | suffered un- 
til LT awoke, drenched with perspira- 
tion, was terrible. I thanked God 
fervently that it was bat ao dream. 
The atench of those awful sores remain- 
ed with me fot days, and as I close 
thia letter it comes back to me, sick- 
ening, horrible, awful.”

MEN SHOULD WEAR CORSETS. 


| thoes in t 
Practice Befended by an Englishman Wh 
Gives Bis Reasons. 

“A Male Wearer of Corsets,” in an 
open letter to the London Telegraph, 
defends the practice which his signature 
> indicates. He ascribes the prejudice 
| against the practice to the three fol- 
lowing reasons:—‘l. Because it is very

SIR HENRI JOLY. 


Sir Henri Joly de Lotbiniere has been 
a conspicuous feature in the political 
life of Quebeo for a third of a century. 
While s Huguenot, Sir Henri is a native 
of Old France, having been born: in 
Paris on December 5, 1829; his father, 
it is well-known, was also a native of 
Old France, who by marrying the hetress 
of the ancient seignory of Lotbinicre 
acquried selgnorial rights in French Can- 
ada, The future Premier of Quebeo re- 
ceived a liberal education in Paris, and 
while yet very young removed with his 
parents to Canada. 

He entered political life in 1861, when 
he was returned to the Canadian House 
of Assembly for :the County of Lotbin- 
lere, with which his ancestral connection 
Was so strong. This seat he held until 
Confederation; at the general election 
which followed that change he was 
elected by acclamation te both the Com- 
mons of Canada and the Aasembly of 
Quebeo. In March, 1878, the famous dis- 
missal of Mr. De Boucherville’s Con- 
servative Ministry by the Lieutenarrt- 
Governor, Hon. Mr. Letellier St. Just, 
ocourred, and on Mr. De Boucherville’s 
refusal to nominate a successor Mr. Joly 
was sent for and asked to form a Cab- 
inet. He accepted the responsibility, and
